his arm ali the farms to be seen ahead 
of ns, says a correspondent of the 
Cincinnati Tribune who lias been mak- 
ing a tour through Maine. From Cari- 
bou it was eight -miles over a road as 
smooth and hard as asphalt, and uo\v 
we -were on the edge of New Sweden, 
the 
most flourishing colony 
ever 


planted on American soil. 
A kiug 


fostered n. 
Because of it its projec- 


tor was subsequently made minister 
to Sweden by our government, and its 
remarkable success is recognized by 
the social economists of two hemis- 
pheres. 


From the lower waters of the Fenob- 


Bcot it is a weary climb of two hundred 
miles through the great pine woods of 
central and northern Maine, to the 
fcphmds of Aroostook county. 
The 


train carries you through the home of 
the deer, past the runways of the 
moose autl eariboa, by lakes and trout 
streams, always up hill: by ;he doors 
of hunting camps, sportsmen's hotels, 
bare and most attractively desolate, 
and around the footh'!:^ of hoary old 
Katahdi::, -whose peak may be ^e-- .:: 
shadowy outline through rifts in zhe 
forest 
Tnen, when least expected, 


the priaievai -woods give place to man- 
made groves of sec-MI! grov.-th, orch- 
ards and plowed ilciJLs. Instead of 
log camps, farmhouses come into view. 
The railway statiou, v.uter tank and 
solitary tavern develop into villages 
with Railroad avenues and Main street, 
and at length the tourist steps from 
the car at Caribou, the garden spot of 
the great northeast. 


The Hon. William WidgerlyThomas, 


minister to Sweden, founded Xew 
Sweden in 1870. 
He had been ap- 


pointed a. war consul to that country 
in 1863, and then the idea of bringing 
the hardy and frugal Norsemen, to 
Maine occurred to him. He aroused 
the interest of both the Swedish and 
the Maine state authorities, and, after 
some years of delay, he secured a grant 
of one hundred acres of land in Aroos- 
took county to the head of each fam- 
ily, and aid until his first crop could 
be harvested. Mr. Thomas -was also 
appointed commissioner of immigra- 
tion by the state of Maine, and had 
personal charge of the colony until, in 
1873. the settlers voluntarily relin- 
quished state aid. 


On June 2-5, 1870, under his gniu- 


' ance. fifty-one Swedes sailed from Go- 


theuberg to America. 
The colony 


•was composed of twenty-two men, 
eleven women and eighteen children. 
All of the men were farmers, and 
manv of them were also skilled in 
other trades and professions. 
Among 


them was a lay pastor, a blacksmith, a 
civil engineer, two carpenters, a bas- 
ket maker, a wheelwright, a baker, a 
tailor and a maker of wooden shoes. 
It was a sturdy, stalwart party of 
picked applicants. 
There -was not a 


physical blemish on one of them, and 
no one had been accepted whose char- 
acter had not been properly vouched 
for. 


The day after reaching their desti- 


nation the Swedes began converting 
the -wilderness into homes. 
To put 


tliem. in the way of earning their liv- 
ing by their own labor, Mr. Thomas 
set them to work felling trees, cutting 
out roads and building houses, paying 
them SI a day in provisions and tools 
from the state fund provided for that 
purpose. At the close of the year, 
through births and additional immi- 
gration, the colony had increased in 
numbers to 114; seven miles of road 
iad been ctit, twenty-six dwelling- 
houses built, and about three hun- 
dred acres of land cleared and partly 
so-wed in grain. 
A number of the 


dwellings -were erected by the state, 
and were paid for in labor. 
These 


buildings were of peeled logs, and 
contained three rooms each. 
They 


were also furnished with cooking 
stoves. The same year a public build- 
ing, called to this day "The Capitol," 
-was erected, wherein all public func- 
tions not given in the various churches 
are held. 


- Today there are more than seven- 
teen hundred Swedes in the colony, 
which now extends over seven town- 
ships. They have more than seven 
hundred buildings and eighty miles of 
turnpike roads. 
They own about 890- 


000 worth of live stock, and in 180-i 
their farm products were valued at 
$173.730. That same year the total 
value of buildings, cleavings, tools, 
stock, factories, mills and far-.a and 
mill products rea-hta nearly-S^r»0.000. 
When one considers that a quarter of 
a century ago this territory ui-1 not 
j>i-odnce a dollar these figures are elo- 
quent. 
Today there are upward of 


Jora- thousand Sweden in Maine, who 
are the direct re?nlt of this enterprise. 


On every side were neatian::ho:ise>, 


some of them bright with pain:, and 
all of tnem tidy and warmly built, 
•with barns three and four time? their 
size. 
Around them were pasture 


lands and groves, orchards and mead- 
ows and vast potato field?. Aroostook 
comity raises more potatoes than the 
entire balance of the state. It is one 
•f the great potato-raising regions of 


the world. One farmer has raised at 
many as 743 bushels to the acre, and 
the average yield is more than tivo 
hundred bushels. 


It payi tu raise large families in New 


S'.vedeii. There would be \«ry liti!« 
profit in farming, if there vere uot 
plenty of children to load the baskets 
iu the potato field =. 
A youngster 


can pick up as ir.auy potatoes as a 
grown-up, and this is the great har- 
vest among the Aroostook Swedes. 
But it is hard work, and there is plenty 
of it. 


The Fi'-st Liiih-ran church is a plain, 


white structure, bare and simple, quite 
different from the rather gautiy Bap- 
tist meeting-house down the road, 
•where we saw the parson an •. Ins 
pretty wife in the family potato patch 
with their little ones, harvesting their 
crop, the same as the rest of the peo- 
ple do. The preachers of New Sweden 
all combiue farming with their minis- 
terial labors. 
Money goes a long 


•"• -v iu this faraway nook, but even 
Lyre §500 a year is uut enough -to rear 
aud euuc-a*^ .' family, unless it is pieced 
oui with some kind of labor. 
The 


feature of the Lutheran, as of all 
churches hereabouts, is the borse shed, 
large enough to shelter a regiment of 
cavalry, and in which the worshipers 
leave their teams dm ing services. The 
Swede is a mere-fill man to his beasts. 


There are half a dozen white school- 


houses wirh p*ariouc iirigsiaSs, aud a 
dozen or more - .-viiiislsaud starch fac- 
tories. 
The latte- is :he greatest of 


all manufacturing i»du-:.:-.- In this 
region, turning out fifteen thousand 
tons 01 starch annually. 
New mills 


are going up yearly. 1 stopped at one 
of these mills—a simple affair, with 
many odd makeshifts iu a mechanical 
Ii::e. such as a homemade pump and au 
elect: io plant, designed aud made by 
two vouagsters who neve*' >aw a dy- 
namo, except the one at Caribou, aud 
never saw that until their own was set 
up. They built ii from descriptions in 
a book. The machinery clanked and 
clamored noisily as the potatoes 
bounded down the chutes into the 
bins, wherein they became pulp, then 
paste, and at last starch. 


:s>-«r Vriiiie Ho-.jse Clocks. 


"The clocks in the White House," 


remarked an oiScial clock winder, 
"are by no means the most uninter- 
esting things about the house, though 
but little has ever appeared about 
them in the newspapers. 
Strange as 


it raav appear, but one of the old 
clocks there is of American manufac- 
ture, though all that have been pur- 
chased of late years are. The one 
clock referred to was made in New 
York aud was purchased when James 
jlonroe was president. It is one of 
the permanent fixtures in the green 
room and ha^ been there ever since it 
was purchased. 
As a timepiece it 


compares favo/ably with any of the 
foreign made clocks, though it was 
made at a time when America was not 
as famous for its timepieces as it is 
now. 
The most interesting clock 


there, of course, from its history, is 
the clock in the blue parlor, which 
was once the property of Napoleon 
Bouaparte, who presented it to Gen- 
eral Lafayette, and the latter presented 
it to General Washington. The frame 
of it is made of alabaster and French 
gilt bronze. It has to be wound but 
once in a month. 
It keeps time to- 


day as accurately as when first made. 
What is known as the Lincoln clock, 
purchased when President Lincoln 
was in the White House, is an object 
of interest in the red room and is of 
ebony and gold. It strikes the quar- 
ters, halves and hours. In Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley's room is a clock which has 
been running without the slightest 
intermission lor nearly thirty years. 
The clock at the foot of the stairs 
leading up to the president's office is 
the one that the public generally sees. 
It is rather modern in construction, of 
the 'regulator" pattern, and is very re- 
liable. 
The clock in Private Secre- 


tary Porter's room is ad::iired for its 
cathedral gong rather than anything 
else, but it is a good clock and has so 
proven itself for the ten or fifteen 
years it has been there/'—Washing- 
ton Star.

forgot all about poor Bishop and his 
horse, and accepted an invitation to 
-remain over night. 
It was, it may be 


said, a case of love at first sight. 
"Washington went on to Williamsburg 
nest day. and on his return he called 
at the house of 3Irs. Custis and asked 
her hand iu marriage. 
She accepted 


and they were married in great style 
at her home on the Pamunkey River 
•on the Gth cf January, 1759. A honey- 
moon of several months was spent 
here, and then the couple took a wed- 
ding tour to IMount Yernon. 


Mrs. Custis was twenty-six years old 


at the time, and Washington was three 
months her senior. 
Her maiden 


name was Martha Dandridge.

Lad been married at seventeen to 
Colonel Daniel P. Custis. the son of 
John Gustis. of Arlington, who was

3Iartha Custis had four 


children,

ington. 
By the death of her first 


husband she was left wealthy, and 
she brought to her new husband 
about one hundred thousand dollars 
in money and a large amount of real 
estate. 


3Iartha Custis was a-belle at seven- 


teen, and at twenty-six she was a 
blooming wi-low. She was under mid- 
dle size and had dark brown eyes and 
hair. Washington is said to have been 
a homeiv veuuic man and a very fine- 
looking old one. 3Iartha Washington 
was a very pretty girl, but not a very 
good-looking old woman. 
She was 


otherwise, but as straight as an arrow. 
His form was well proportioned and 
evenly developed, so that he carried 
his tallness gracefully, and looked 
strikingly well on horseback. 
There 


has never been a more active, sinewy 
figure, than his when he was a yoang 
man: it was only in later life that his 
movements became slow and dignified. 


"When Washington was appointed to 


command the Revolutionary armies, it 
is plain from his letters home that one 
of his greatest objections to accepting 
the appointment was the ''uneasi- 
ness,"' as he termed it, that it would 
cause his wile to have him absent from 
home. 


General Washington was a very rich 


man: his wife was very rich, and her 
three children were heirs to great 
wealth. 
He had a little principality 


to govern. Besides the farms about

General "Washington stood six feet 


three in his slippers, and, in the prime } 
of his life was ? oilier slender than

his own residence on the Potomac, 
with several hundred slaves upon them, 
he possessed wild lands in most of the 
best locations then known, as well as 
shares in several incorporated com- 
panies. 
He derived an important part 


of his influence from the greatness of 
his wealth and the antiquity of his 
family—things which were then held 
in much more respect than they are 
now. 
Washington's estate was worth 


three-quarters of a million dollars; but 
it gave him far more personal conse- 
quence in the country than twenty 
times such a fortune could at present. 
The rich planter of that day, living as 
he did on a wide domain of liis own, 
the owner of those who served him, 
riding about in his coach and sir. and 
with BO near neighbors to restrain, 
censure, or outshine him, was a kind 
of farmer-prince. 


It was fortunate for Washington 


that he came to his wealth when his 
character was mature. 
Being a 


younger son, he had no expectations 
of wea'.ih. in his youth, and he grew 
up in a very hardy, sensible manner, 
on an enormous farm, not a fourth 
part of which was cultivated. 
His 


father dying when he was eleven 
years old, he came directly under the 
influence of his mother, who was one 
of the womeu of whom people say. 
"There is no nonsense about her."' 
She was a plain, energetic, strong- 
willed lady, perfectly capable of con- 
ducting the affairs of a farm, and 
scorning the help of others. 
When 


she was advanced in years, her son- 
in-law offered to manage her business 
for her. 


"Ton may keep the accounts. Field- 


ing," was her reply, ''for your eye- 
sight is better than mine, but I can 
manage my a-fairs myself." 


On another occasion, General "Wash- 


ington asked her to come aad live 
with him at Mount Veraon. 


"Thank you, George," said she, 


"but I prefer being independent." 


And so to the last she lived ia her 


own plain farmhouse, and superin- 
tended the culture of her own acres. 


not disdaining to labor with her own 
hands. "When Lafayette visited her 
he found her at work in her gur Jen. 
with her old sun-bonnet on, and she 


; came in to see him. saying: 
: 
"I would not pay you so poor a 


| compliment. Marquis, as to stay to 
' change my dress." 


Being the son of such a woman, and 


trained by her in a simple, rational 
manner, George Washington was pre- 
pared to enjoy the lot that fell to him, 
without being spoiled by it. 


With all his wealth he was not 


exempt from labor. 
Cultivating a 


large tract of country, he spent much 
of his time ia riding about to visit the 
different farms, to consult his over- 
seers and. suuerintend his improve- 
ments. It is computed that he spent 
about one-hali of the days of his life 
on horseback. 
Like all out-oi-dour 


men, 
he v,~as exceedingly fond of a 


good horse—a tasto which he &£.<! in 
common with his mother, who was 
saM to be as good a judge of horses as 
any mr.n iu Tirginia. Xothlng was 
mvr.5 coit-uioa than fcv him to mount 
his horse after breakfast and ride all 
day. only dismounting for 
a few 


minutes at a time. 


On those great plantations far from 


any large town, and worked by negroes, 
the master was often oblige 1 person- 
ally to superintend 
any operation 


which was out of the ordinary routine. 


There were balls occasionally at 


Alexandria, and we find Washington 
attending them, and entering into the 
humors and gayeties with m.ich spirit. 


The usual cour.'.e of a day at Mount 


Ternon was something like this: The 
master rose early, shaved and dressed 
himself, except that his queue was ar-
